Council Errs in Passing Motion 
Advancing Election Date; Hot 
DebateGreets Student Protest 


Elections Called for Thursday, October 31 


SADIE HAWKINS WEEK OFFICIAL 


Committee Appointed to Organize Events 


Complying with the demands of a petition presented by ten 
students, most of them Engineers, protesting the constitution- 
ality of the recent class elections, Students’ Council was forced 
to declare the election null and void at a regular meeting held 
in St. Joseph’s Library on Wednesday evening. 

After considerable wrangling by the lawyers on the execu- 
tive, it was concluded that Council had unfortunately, though 
in all good faith, passed a motion advancing the date of the 


class elections in direct contraven- 
tion with Subsection 2 of Section 8 
of the Students’ Union Act, which 
provides in part that afy amend- 
ments shall be posted on the official 
notice board five days before being 
submitted to the Students’ Council. 
As an ordinary motion was sub- 
stituted for this procedure, Edge 
King and his supporters were able 
to force Council’s hand on this tech- 
nicality, and thus obtain a new op- 
portunity to present their slates. 

As a result new elections are 
called for Thursday, October 31, the 
regular date as provided for by the 
Constitution. Nominations will be 
received by the Secretary on Mon- 
day, October 28. 

As had already been intimated in 
these columns, the Council pro- 
nounced itself in favor of Sadie 
Hawkins Week, and gave it the 
flavor of official approval. On the 
motion of two of the leading male 
members, a resolution was passed 
reading: “That this body go down 
as being in favor of Sadie Hawkins 
Week, beginning Monday, October 
28, and ending Saturday, Nov. 2.” 

In order to give added zest to 
next week’s activities, Council ap- 
pointed a committee to work in con- 
junction with the Sports—Publicity 
Committee to publicize the coming 
week; said committee to consist of 
Jean Hill, Norrie Craig, Secord 
Jackson, Ralph Hole and Cec Rob- 
son, “the fightingest man on Coun- 
He 

Jack Neilson, president, read cor- 
respondence in connection with in- 
tercollegiate sport, and intimated 
that the request of the Western 
Universities to the National Univer- 
sities Conference to resume com- 
petition is being reconsidered. Offi- 
cial word on this subject is expected 
within a short time. 

After a tentative survey of the 
campus by student officials and Mr. 
West, bursar of the University, a 
report was submitted in connection 
with the erection of an outdoor rink. 
As no definite figures were forth- 
coming, Council put over the matter 
tc the next meeting. 

It was also decided to exempt G. 
H. Ennismore and O. A. Bell, both 
blind students in attendance at the 
University, from student fees al- 
though allowing them full student 
privileges. 

Pending the return of correspond- 
ence on intercollegiate sport, discus- 
sion on the important question of 
the bowling league as a substitute 
was postponed till a further meeting. 

Notice of motion of amendment to 
various acts were presented, but as 
no discussion could take place they 
were ordered posted for student con- 
sideration. Amendments read as 
follows: 

1. Amendment to Section 7, Sub- 
section A, of Standing Resolutions of 
the Students’ Union of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta be further amended 
by the addition to Subsection A of 
the following: “Two Sports Editors, 
twenty-five dollars ($25) each.” 

2. Proposed amendments to Regu- 
lations Governing Social and Liter- 
ary Functions: ; 

(a) That clause 2 of the yearly 
schedule under Regulations Govern- 
ing Social and Literary Functions be 
struck out and the following put in 
its place: “Second Saturday in No- 
vember . . . Sophomore Reception.” 

(b) That paragraph 5 of the Regu- 
lations Governing Social and Liter- 
ary Fucntions be amended by in- 
serting in that paragraph after the 
phrase “students and their wives,” 
the words, “those granted invita- 
tions by the House Committee, and 
no others.” 

(c) That paragraph 6 of the Regu- 
lations Governing Social and Liter- 
ary Functions be struck out.

Expansion Radio 
Station Before 
University Board 


NEW TRANSMITTER 


New Members to Attend First 
Meeting 


Expansion of the University of 
Alberta radio station CKUA is ex- 
pected to be one of the: main sub- 
jects for discussion when the first 
meeting of the newly constituted 
Board of Governors is held, it was 
learned Thursday. 

Official notices have been sent 
out calling the meeting for 10 a.m. 
Thursday, Oct. 31, in the Senate 
Chamber of the Arts Building. 

The four new members recently 
appointed to the board are expected 
to attend. These are H. H. Parlee, 
K.C., of this city, appointed as chair- 
man to succeed Hon. Horace Harvey, 
chief justice of the supreme court of 
Alberta, and board head for 23 years; 
J F. Percival, deputy provincial 
treasurer; John Burns and Dr. G. D. 
Stanley, both of Calgary. 

The board is expected to give 
special attention to the proposed ex- 
pansion and rehabilitation of the 
University radio station and the in- 
stallation of a new transmitter. 

If this project is decided upon, it 
would be the aim to get preliminary 
work under way this fall. 

While University authorities have 
declined to disclose an estimate of 
the probable outlay that would be 
involved, it is believed that the sum 
would be in the neighborhood of 
$25,000. 


U. of S. Military 
Training Delayed 


Approximately 1,100 Men Now 
in Training 


The co-eds of the Saskatchewan 
University plan on decorating the 
building where the men of the cam- 
pus take their six hour a week 
auxiliary training course. This 
building is the Rutherford Rink, 
built through student effort. 

The purpose of the undertaking 
is to bring a warmer atmosphere 
into the rink beside preparing it for 
a big parade planned for Nocember 
11. Although physically absent, the 
co-eds hope to be with the men 
mentally in this phase of prepared- 
ness. : 

Approximately 1,100 men are now 
taking military training at the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan, according 
to Lt.-Col. R. A. Spencer, M.C., of- 
ficer commanding the C.O.T.C. and 
its Auxiliary Battalion. 

Commencement of training was 
delayed somewhat due to the diffi- 
culties in finding times for parades 
and lectures which would not inter- 
fere with student activity. Students 
have been co-operating in every way, 
says Colonel Spencer. 

An increase of the C.O.T.C. group 
from 393 to 513 men is expected. 
Seven hundred and forty are taking 
the compulsory course. Non-com- 
missioned officers, cadets and stu- 
dents in the auxiliary battalion will 
have their allotted time for drill, 
physical training, weapon training, 
and lectures. Company commanders 
are men who served overseas during 
the last war. 

Rumor has it that Alberta Univer- 
sity will join in intervarsity sports. 
They asked Saskatchewan for a 
“home and home” series in rugby, 
but the latter seem reluctant to 
agree with the Albertans plan. All 
other sport activities will assuredly 
be participated in by the universities.

Dear Bill: 
We don’t know what you'll be thinking when you 


register for the draft today, but we wonder if you! 


-aren’t entitled to know what some of the rest of us, 
who are too to be of use as soldiers, are thinking 
about. The first thing in our minds is a memory: 
draft registration day, 1917. We were young then and 
a good deal like you. We wanted freedom and a 
chance to get ahead, just as you do. We submitted to 
the draft, most of us, because we had decided that if 
we gave up our personal freedom for a while we 
might win a larger freedom for ourselves and our 
children. Some of our number died for that belief. 


Some of us never got to France, but those who did 
helped to gain a great victory. Today we have to own 
up that the victory didn’t last. We are partly to blame. 
We could have helped other nations get together to 
keep peace and liberty. But we didn’t. And now you, 
who are one of the youngsters the A.E.F. was fighting 
for, have got to learn the trade of fighting on your 
account. We don’t feel complacent about that, Bill. 

Well, you asked, if that is the case, why don’t we at 
least leave you alone? That is a fair question, be- 
cause most of the members of Congress who voted for 
the draft bill and most of those outside of Congress 
who talked and wrote for it are past the draft age. It 
is ironic, all right. We pass the law and you take the 
rap. 

If we have done this to you because we were mainly 
interested in keeping our middle-aged selves, our jobs, 
our homes and our little luxuries safe, you have a right 
to resent it. We can take it if we have to, the way 
people like us are taking it in London. Look ahead 
and ask yourself in what kind of a country, in what 
kind of a world, you’d like to be living when you're 
our age, and what you’d like to hand on to your 
children. 

We'd like to have you believe that you’re going into 
the army for your own sake: so that you can continue 
to get the news in your newspapers, instead of lies; so 
that you can listen to whatever station you like on a

By and large, the Democrats do 
not like Roosevelt; byer and larger, 
the Republicans have a profound 
contempt for Willkie. The parties 
are dissolving and realigning in one 
mad, confused, hopeless scramble.
